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Description:

The Carneros Creek Bridge is a single span, earth filled closed spandrel masonry arch. This 2
lane bridge has a length of approximately 35 feet and a width of 28.5 feet. The masonry structure
is comprised of square cut stone laid in regular courses. Though the north railing was removed
when the bridge was widened in 1914, the original stones were retained and the railing
reconstructed. The south railing is also made of square cut stone. A small section of the west
side of the south railing has been replaced with a concrete railing. A rural setting of trees and

fields surrounds the bridge.

Construction History:

1896: masonry arch was built

1914: widened and the north side parapet railing was dismantled and rebuilt
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Statement of Significance:

The Carneros Creek Bridge meets the standards of National Register listing as set forth in the
multiple property submission for historic highways bridges of California. Specifically, this structure
satisfies the registration requirements for masonry arch bridges.

The Carneros Creek Bridge is one of many masonry arch bridges built in Napa County in the late
nineteenth and early twentieth centuries. The combination of availability of high quality building
stone from nearby sources and the presence of skilled stonemasons can be seen in the many stone
buildings and bridges that still exist throughout the county. This bridge is located on Old Sonoma
Road, 0.2 miles northeast of state highway 12/121

The Carneros Creek Bridge was commissioned to be built by Napa County in 1895. The bridge was
designed and built by Newman E. Wing in 1896 for a cost of $3,327.25.

In 1914 the bridge required widening. The modification design by O.H. Buckman duplicated the
structure by using materials from the original quarry and salvaging and moving as much as possible
ofthe original parapet railing. J.B Newman completed the widening project for a cost of $1648. For
all intents and purposes, this bridge retains its original appearance.

This bridge was determined to be eligible for the National Register of Historic Places under criterion
C, at a local level, as part of a Statewide Bridge Survey undertaken by Caltrans in the mid-1980s. It
was argued that the bridge retained a high degree of integrity of location, design, setting, materials,
workmanship, and association. After completing an update survey of the bridge in 2002, the bridge
continues to retain both integrity of design and setting and is a fine example of a rare bridge type in
California and appears to continue to be eligible under criterion C.
